Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 10/16/2000 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The substitute drawings submitted on 02/01/2000 were objected to, in 
the final rejection, as raising new matter issues. The arguments presented on page 7 
does not overcome the new matter objection. Applicant argues that figures 1-8 are 
supported by the specification. It should be noted that the substitute drawings do not 
have a figure 8. Applicants argument is not persuasive because the details of substitute 
figures 1-7 are not present in the originally filed specification. MPEP 608.04. Thus, the 
substitute drawings are new matter. In a CCPA court case the court wrote "The 
appellant did not seek review of that holding of the examiner by petition or appeal and it 
accordingly became final and is not subject to review here. It may be noted, however, 
that a comparison of the original and proposed substitute specifications and drawings 
shows that the examiner's holding was clearly correct." In re Mcintosh, 109 USPQ 101 
(CCPA 1 956). Note MPEP 608.04(c).
